There are 418 com- 
pleted refineries, slightly less than 
last year, but with a greater capacity. 
Fourteen more refineries, with a ca- 
pacity of 99,000 barrels, are under 
construction.

The city council has adopted a reso- 
lution taking the appointment of the 
chief of Hanford fire department out 
of the hands of the volunteer firemen, 
reversing a precedent of thirty vears’ 
standing. 

Purchase by a group of Fresno men 
of acreage in the heart of the Kettle- 
man_ Hills oil field and formation by 
them of a holding company to be 
known as the Huett Oil Company has 
been announced. The land, 160 acres, 
is situated just over the Kings county 


‘}Hine-and is about four miles distant 


from the two producing wells in the 
Kettleman field. 

The “First California Air Tour,” 
which will start simultaneously from 
Mills Field and the Oakland airport 
on June 1, has attracted scores of en- 
tries from licensed pilots in all parts 
of California. The purposes of the 
tour. are to demonstrate the safety 
and reliability of modern aircraft and 
to stimulate public Interest in avia- 
tion. 

The State Highway Commission 
will spend more than $3,000,000 in the 
Ukiah district before the end of the 
present fiscal year, according to State 
Senator Fred Handy. Of this sum, 
$1,886,700 will be expended on the 
Ukiah-Tahoe cut-off from the Redwood 
highway to the Lake Tahoe road out 
of Marysville. The rest of the money 
will be spent in improving the Red- 
wood highway between Cloverdale and 
Willits and reconstruction of the coast 
road through Anderson valley and 
Boonville. 

The paper box factory of the Pal- 
mer-Chase Company, now located in 
Oakland, is to be moved to Richmond 
Annex within the year, providing the 
Annex site is rezoned from residential 
to Hght industry, it hes been an- 
nounced. The petition for rezoning is 
now being considered by the City 
Planning Commission. The Annex site 
fs at Tehama.and Monterey streets, 
near.the Southern Pacific railroad. 

Bringing concrete application of 
California’s forwardness in fire pre- 
vention and forest and field protection 
the state recently received $90,000 
federal moneys appropriated by Con- 
gress under the Clark-McNary act for 
watershed protection. This is the 
largest single gift of federal money 
for that purpose, State Forester M. 
B. Pratt announced. 

Some valuable antique furniture, 
which came to California on a ship 
around the Horn, was taken out of an 
old shack at Auburn for the first time 
in eighty years. William Smith of old 
Millertown, a few miles distant, said 
the furniture had not been moved 
from its place since 1849. He had it 
removed for repair. 

Crescent City’s boom as a harbor 
was given added impetus when the 
Standard Oil Company applied for 
permission to lay a pipe line along the 
inshore side af the seawall and to con- 
struct a storage plant and pumping 
station on the shore end of the break- 
water. It was reported the company 
plans to send gasoline and oil in tank- 
ers. It is now shipped in small tanks, 
an expensive method. 

Laboratory tests of gas that is es- 
caping at the rate of from 20,000,000 
to “40,000,000 cubic feet every twenty- 
four hours from the Dudley well, six 
miles southeast of Kettleman City, 
have proved it comes from petroleum 
deposits. Active development of this 
new extension of the Kettleman field 
is now assured by the Dudley inter 
esta, and the drilling willbe carried 
on to depths beyond gas reservoirs 
in an attempt to obtain high gravity 
oll. 

What is admitted to be a prelimin- 
ery step toward establishment of a 
municipally owned electric distribu- 
tion system was taken recently when 
the city of Mountain View filed a 
complaint with the State Railroad 
Commission requesting that the Pa 
cific Gas & Electric Company be or 
dered to supply electric energy to the 
city for resale to its inhabitants. The 
purpose in filing the complaint with 
the Railroad Commission is to prevent 
Mountain View from finding itself in 
the same predicament as Fairfield, 
where a distribution plant was built 
only to have the Great Western Pow- 
er Company refuse to sell the city 
power. The group sponsoring the mu- 
nictpal distribution of electricity cites 
the figures of Redding, which show 
a net profit for the distribution plant 
of $236,000 since 1922, and lower rates 
to inhabitants than prevail in other 
communities. It also points to the 
successfully operated municipal water 
supply in Mountain View. The request 
te the Railroad Commission also asks 
that the rate which the city shall 
pay to the P. G@. & E. for power be 
fixed by the commission. ; 

Appointment of George P. Sanborn 
of Healdsburg as clerk of Sonoma 
county, to fill the unexpired term of 
William 8.

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HANDLESS WOMAN 
LOOPS HER PLANE 


Stubs Serve as Arms, But She’s 
Expert Pilot. 


Los Angeles.—With stubs only six 
inches long to serve ag arms, Miss 
Josephine Callaghhn, twenty-twou-year- 
old wealthy rancher and sportswoman. 
recently graduated from the “stunt 
class” at Dycer airport when she pi 
loted her plane alone through all the 
maneuvers required in the post-gradu- 
ate division. 

Miss Callaghan bought a Lincoln- 
Page bipiane when she was allowed to 
solo after 80 hours of instruction from 
Charles F. Dycer, chief pilot for the 
Dycer School of Commercial Aeronav- 
tics. 

Instead of the regulation short con- 
trol stick, Miss Callaghan had the 
plane equipped with a stick extending 
shoulder-high. At the top of the stick 
is a padded forked rod, and in his 
Miss Callaghan inserts one of her 
shortened arms.

Switches and throttle control also 
have been placed so that she can work 
them with her fingerless members. 

Just before she zoomed her ship 
through a series of loops, wing overs 
and spins Dycer took her aloft for 
her last instructions. 

“She tried two loops,” Dycer said, 
“and slipped out of both of them. 
That often unnerves the average pilot, 
but Miss Callaghan just nosed the 
ship over for the third time, gave It 
the gun and made a perfect loop. She 
is better than many of the men stu- 
dents I have instructed, having a high 
degree of persistence, nerve and abil- 
ity to follow instructions.” 

“Nothing like it,” Miss Callaghan 
declared. “Why, I can pilot that plane 
easier than I can drive an automobile 
and look at the time I save. Also it's 
the greatest thrill {n the world, and 1 
ought to know, because I’ve been rid- 
ing my jumpers in horse shows for 
several years and driven all makes of 
automobiles.” 

Miss Callaghan keeps a. stable of 
blue-ribbon: winners on her estate at 
Encino and takes them East each sea- 
son for competition in shows.

POLICE HELPED AS 
DRUG CHEATS DEATH 


Holdup Suspect, Wounded 


in Fight, Dies Twice. 


Detroit, Mich.—John Jones, a negro, 


twenty-two years old, suspected of be-_ 


ing a holdup man, was shot as he 
dived out of an alley in a running bat- 
tle with the police, and died twice. 

He was removed to the receiving 
hospital, where he died before the po- 
lice could question him and secure fn- 
formation regarding holdups which 
they were sure he could furnish. 

Death had cheated the law, for dead 
men tell no tales, 

Science then stepped in and cheated 
death. Dr, Courtney Fremont, a mem- 
ber of the hospital staff, injected a 
charge of adrenalin into the heart 
muscle of the man who had been dead 
about half an hour and he came back 
to Hfe. .He Hved for five hours, giv-

then died again. a 
Victory of Science. 


The shooting and double death of 


Jones took place several weeks ago, 
but passed practically unnoticed as a 


news item. As a shooting and single 


death it was just one more item in 
the grist of crime news that passes 
daily out of the police department. 
The scientific angle, however, became 


a matter of medical record and as‘ 


such {ft has survived as another al- 
most unnoticed victory of science. 
Bringing persons back from: the 


grave to live again is no longer a név-" 


elty. It has been done scores of times. 
When the miracle was first performed 
It received little publicity. It seemed 
as if there must be some fake about 
it and, of course, newspapers could not 
be victimized by fakers, so the stories 
were published with numerous quall- 
fications hedged about all statements. 
Now that it has become well estab- 
lished as a bona fide miracle of sci- 
ence it dees not possess quite the nov 
elty it did at first, and even spectacu- 
lar events such as the Detroit incl- 
dent pass almost unnoticed. 
Baby Brought to Life.. 


The first case on record in which 
a baby born dead was brought back to 
Nfe occurred in a Brooklyn hospital. 
Mrs. Bertha Isaacson gave birth to 
twins, a boy and a girl, at the Boro 
Park Maternity hospital. The boy, 
weighing three pounds, was born dead. 
The girl weighed two and a _ half 
pounds. Dr. Philip Mininberg admin- 
istered adrenalin to the boy by hypo- 
dermic injection. It stimulated the tn- 
fant’s heart to action and life re 
turned. 

Both tnfants were fed with a medi 
cine dropper and were raised in an 
incubator until they had attained suf- 
ficient growth. The boy who was 
brought back to life ts still alive, but 
his sister died before reaching her 
fourth birthday. They were born on 
Lincoln's birthday, 1923. Since then 
the miracle has been repeated scores 
of times {p Brooklyn as well as else- 
where throughout the country. 

In Philadelphia, a few years ago a 
man of fofty who had suffered from tu- 
berculosis half his life died. Twelve 
docters gathered around his bed and 
for an hour applied every known test 
for a sign of life, without finding any. 
At the end of two hours rigor mortis 
had set in. A small amount of adre 
nalin was then injected into the heart. 

At the end of.two minutes the skin 
assumed a pink tinge which gradually 
changed to a flesh color. Ten min- 
utes later the man was -breathing 
faintly. His eyelids fluttered and he 
sighed ag though awakening from 
sleep.

NAVAL RESERVE TO 
SEE SEA SERVICE 


Will So-~ad’ Two Weeks ok 
U. S. Destroyer. 


Washington —Plans for giving each 
of the 9,000 navai reservists of the 
United States two weeks of training 
at sea during the coming summer have 
been announced by the Navy depart- 
ment, 

Ships from the destroyer squadrons 
of both the scouting and battle fleets, 
aided by other vessels assigned for 
this special duty, will be detailed by 
the department for the cruises, it was 
stated 

Destroyers have been selected as 
training ships, the Navy department 
explained, because it is to this type 
of vessel reservists would be assigned 
in time of emergency. The United 
States navy now has 106 destroyers in 
commission and 156 in the laid up 
fleet.. The Jatter would be manned by 
the trained reserves in event of mobl- 
lization. 

Concentration of reserves for the 
summer cruise will begin July 6 and 
continue {n various naval districts un- 
ttl September, The continental United 
States is divided into 18 sections. Sep- 
arate training plans have been made 
for the reserves of each of them. 

Training in division maneuvers, 
gunnery exercises, and ship routine 
will be given the reservists. During 
the first week at sea the vessels will 
be put through individual ship exer- 
cises, it was said. Week-end liberty 
at various ports for the different 
—-cpulises will follow the first week's 
training. The second week’s schedule 
will include division exercises, gun- 
nery. practice, boat races aud signal 
competition, 

The cruises have been planned to 
take advantage of the week-end half 
holiday, it was said. Reservists will 
embark on Saturday afternoon and 
_feturn to pert in time to resume work 
on Monday morning two weeks later. 

Reservists in Atlantic coast and 
southern naval districts will be taken 
abroad destroyers of the scouting 
fleet, usually stationed in the Atlantic, 
Those from the fur West will train 
on vessels of the battle fleet, whose 
usual home is the Pacific.

Statue of Savior to 


Guard Rio de Janeiro 

Rio De Janeiro.—A great statue of 
Christ, to watch over Rio de Janeiro 
from a 2,200-foot hill commanding the 
harbor and city, ts being built on Cor- 
covado (Hunchback) peak, and will 
be finished in two years. 

This 125-foot figure, which with its 
pedestal will reach 150 feet above the 
famous Hunchback, will vie with New 
York’s Statue of Liberty in prominence 
and will surpass greatly in size the 
Christ of the Andes, which stands on 
the border of Chile and Argentina as 
a symbol of perpetual peace between 
those nations. 

A fund of $720,000, which the statue 
will cost, is being collected by the 
Catholic Center of this city. Work was 
begun two years ago. Thirty workmen 


are putting up the fronwork for the’ 


reinforced cencrete pedestal and bady, 
over which will be placed a surface 
of blue-green tiles. The Christ's out- 
stretched arms will cover 125 feet of 
width, and can be seen for many 
miles both on land and sea. 

Paul Landowski, a Russian sculptor, 
designed the monument, and Silva 
Costa is the architect. It bears the 
words, “Christ conquered, reigns, 
rules,” In Latin.

SALAD HINTS 

As salad Is one of the dishes which 
should be as common as the daily 
bread, it is wise to have 
a Hst of combinations. at 
hand, so one may use 
available muterial wisely. 

Here are a few com- 
binations of fish and 
meat that make good 
salads. During the sum- 
mer: such a salad can 
take the place of hot or 
cold meats’ making a 
much more seasonable dish. — 

With chicken, ripe olives, celery, 
salted almonds and lettuce. 

Salmon, hard-cooked eggs, celery, 
sour pickle, a dash of onion juice and 
watercress.

Tuna fish, celery, pimentoes and 
lettuce or cress. 

Salmon, with fresh grated coconut, 
finely: chopped olives and lettuce. 

Lobster, crabmeat, halibut, green 
peppers, cabbage and a bit of fresh 
pineapple. 

Lamb or tongue diced, celery, cab- 
bage, peas and some salad green. 

Finnan Haddie, hard-cooked egg, pil- 
mento, green pepper, celery. 

Shrimps, celery, cucumbers, stuffed 
olives, lettuce with a dash of wor- 
cestershire sauce, 

Corned beef minced, cooked minced 
beets, deviled eggs and head lettuce.

all yellow, orange and brown. 

Only one wrap shown in that revue 
was fur-trimmed—one in a soft shade 
of beige with a céllar of beige fox— 


«whieh indicates that a roil collar, a 


scarf of the material and trimming 
of large fabric flowers are considered 
more modish. Yet some of the prom- 
inent designers are addinga touch of 
fur to their evening wraps; usually a 
collar, although sometimes a band 
around the bottom, as Redfern trims 
some of his wraps whatever the mate- 
rial of which they are made. 

One of the most striking wraps cre- 
ated by Lelong for his spring col- 
lection might easily be included for 
the autumn, for it is made of black

velvet, with a voluminous scarf hang- 
ing from the shoulders and a high col- 
lar, of ermine that tapers, surplice 
fashion, far down the front.

One of the latest models from a 
Paris house is a long, straight, rather 
imposing wrap of black velvet, a sort 
of compromise between cape and 
coat, finished with an upcurving line 
at the hem fn front and wrapped close 
around to. the side, where it. is fas 
tened on one hip. The sleeves are 
cut. in ‘plein shape, each with’ an un- 
dersleeve band of white erminé-at the 
hand, and a long scarf of velvet hang- 
ing from the wrist. An open, sun 
plice. collar is made of-ermine, which 
follows the line of the neck almost to 
the waistline. This 1s one of the 
few extreme styles, the simpler—as it 
were gentler—form of evening wrap 


“| being considered more chic. 


The cape-coat is another model that ; 
is certain to have a vogue, for it fs’ 
hew, smart and above all else, youth- 
ful. It differs only slightly from the 
tailored coat for the street. One, of 
velvet, is shown In a glowing shade of 
ruby. The coat Itself is made straight 
and ample and full lengih, and the 
cape, which {s gathered softly at the 
neck, hangs closely - over the shoul- 
ders to the waistline and is edged 
with large flat roses made of the vel- 
vet. Three of these finish the peck 
at the back. 

Cape-Coat to Be Popular. 

Even though velvet is the favorite of 
the hour, at least for American wom- | 
en, other beautiful materlals are 
shown in the advance models. Some 
of the French houses appear to have 
chosen one particular fabric, or per- 
haps more, as their special marks. 
Loufseboulahger is using heavy rep 
silk with a rich, dull surface which 
she trims with marabout, always in 
the same tone. and sometimes with a 
bit of embroidery. Lucien Lelong 
pins his faith to velvet, using much

A material that fs generally accept- 
ed is crepe satin. Some sweetly pretty 
wraps are made of this, with the satin 
side out, fn ‘the ruffled cape model, 
with usually a scarf neck arrangement. 
The most pretentious styles show clev- 
er uses of both the lustrous and the 
dull surface, which is most attractive 
in coats with cape collars. As this fs 
shown in a pistache model, the coat 
itself and the cape are made with 
the bright side out, and a wide band 
on the dull side is stitched around the 
bottom of the cape. This model, with 
the same contrasts of fabric, ig also 
attractive in the quieter shades, such 
as beige, corn silk and the soft yel- 
lows, greens and grays. 

One evening coat of french gray 
velvet is printed with a pattern of 
graceful plumes in pastel blue, mauve 
and green, and trimmed with finely 
etched lines of steel beads, and has a 
collar of blue fox. The sleeves are 
long, with the fashionable cluster of 
shirring to gather fullness toward the 
bottom, 

Several of the new velvet evening 
coats are lined with satin of precisely 
the same shade, and have wide fac- 
ings down the front of metallic cloth, 
which is used also to line the neck 
scarfs. This treatment of the neck 
serves as a trim finish for the plain 
coat model, on which no fur or other 
trimming is used. 

Rich Color Effects. 

Evening ensembles {n which the new 
lustrous velvet wraps are the high 
light offer,the possibility of artistié 
creations between wrap and gown. The 
artistry appears largely in the selec- 
tien of colors. In the new collections 
are countless ensembles in which the 
gown, wrap and wrap lining are all in 
one tone, This combination in a cos- 
tume all of pale gold—the gown of 
lnce and chiffon and the wrap of trans- 
parent velvet lined with satin— 
produces a poetic creation, and the 
scheme is equally felicitous in other 
ensembles of pastel shades and of the 
vivid colors. 

The quiet colors—grays and browns 
—are little used by the French mo- 
distes, Malyneux and Ardanse except- 
ed. Patou goes in for the rich nastur- 
tium. colors, which are very much 
liked on this side, and Lucien Lelong 
revels In greens and blues.

Much white 1g seen in ensembles. 
Many are white throughout, except for 
a touch of color, which is entirely new 
as a “treatment.” An ensemble con-

Passenger-Carrying Wheelbarrows in Szechwan. 
(Prepared by the National Geographic 


Society, Washington, D. C.) 

EW nations have a greater prob- 
F lem in feeding and clothing their 

citizens than a single province 

in China,’ Szechwan, where 
approximately 60,000,000 people live 
isolated behind great mountain bar- 
riers. Szechwan ig the’ western- 
most of the provinces of the middle 
zone of China, lying over against 
Tibet. None other of the divisions of 
the great republic bas so many tn- 
habitants. 

There is a most intensive, {f priml- 
tive, domestic commerce in Szechwan, 
and millions of the laborers of the 
province spend their lives on its roads, 
bearing burdens on their backs or 
pushing the wheelbarrows which sup- 
ply the only. wheels that ever touch 
the network of roads and trails. 

Sharing with these carriers the bur 
den of the nation’s life is the prover- 
bial “Man with the Hoe,” usually a 
poor tenant giving half his crop for the 
rent of his acre. Frequently, how- 
ever, he is able to own his own Imple- 


‘ments and a water buffalo, with which 


he plows his own and his neighbor's 
plot, receiving in turn his neighbor's 
help in seed time and harvest. 

Stilt others, and on the rich Chengtu 
plain they are numeroys, are wealthy 
farmers, who live in fine homes and 
till their estates with the help of sons 
and grandsons or with hired servants. 

To these farmers is given the task 
of feeding a nation of 60,000,000 peo- 
ple; for Szechwan, isolated by moun- 
tain barriers, must be self-sustaining. 
The measure of this task is apprect- 
ated when we consider that fully 50 
per cent of the 181,000 square miles of 
Szechwan is too mountainous for culti- 
vation, which means that these 60,000,- 
000 are sustained on an area less than 
one-half that of the state of Texas. 


Add to this condition his lack of 
scientific knowledge and the primitive 
leg emeats with which he labors, as 
wett as the necessity of securing and 
returning to the soil, as fertilizers, all 
that he reaps from it; remember, also, 
that rice, his chief cereal crop, is the 
most difficult of all cereals to produce, . 
especially in a country where the hilis 
must be terraced and water lifted to 
fill the paddy fields, and ft becomes 
evident that the Szechwan farmer's 
task is next to impossible and its ac- 
complishment little short of a miracle. 

Rich Soil and Plenty of Rain. 


He Is, however, favored with a tem- 
perate ,climate all the year and a 
naturally rich soil, an atmosphere 
saturated with moisture, an abundant 
rainfall, and a never-falling supply of 
water for irrigation from the melting 
snows on the mountain near by. 

He produces nearly every vegetable 
and grain found in our market and 
others to which we are strangers. The 
fruits that are ours are his also. 
Apples are few and poor in quality, 
but the persimmon and orange are 
second to none and are produced in 
great abundance, One thousand 
Oranges on the upper Yangtze can be 
purchased for 50 cents, 

He knows little of. the science of 
gardening, but much of its method. 
By {nterplanting, especially beans and 
pears, which be knows improves the 
quality of the soil; by crop rotation, 
which he knows increases his yleld, 
and by intensive fertilizing and the 
sowing of vetch in the fallow season, 
he manages to keep his fields rich 
and raises from two to six crops a 
year. He has made Szechwan known 
as the Garden of Asia, the land where 
famine never comes. 

The tenant farmer pays his rent 
with the major portion of his rice, 
which is the master crop and his chief 
concern and joy in life. In the early 
spring he plows his paddy fields, and 
then prays for rains to flood them, 
offering incense to the god of the gar- 
den, whose shrine is built near by. 

When rain and gods fail him, he 
sets to work with endless-chain, foot- 
treadle pumps, laboriously lifting into 
his terraced fields the water, that he 
has conserved in the valley. ‘Then, 
breaking up the rice sod, which bas 
been grown from early sowing in 
highly fertilized plots, he transplants 
it in hills in the watered paddy fields. 

The roily water makes the hoeing of 
his rice field. impossible; so he does 
not hoe it; he toeg it.. With bare foot 
he feels about the plant with his toes, 
and if he finds a weed, be.toes it out ; 
then presses the dirt firmly in place 
again, ‘With his right root toés two 
rows, with his left foot he toes two 
rows, and thus he toes four rows as 
he goes. That’s the way he hoes. 

For the harvest the farmers combine 


and render mutual assistance.. The 
rice is cut with the sickle, gathered 
in bundles, and the grain beaten out 
by striking it upon slats in the center 
of a large bin which is pulled along 
after the threshers, Dried upon bam- 
boo mats, rolled and cleaned, it is then 
ready to be transported to market, 

Salt Industry at “Flowing Well.” 

About midway between Chung-king 
and Chengtu the traveler in Szechwan 
is tempted by the long train of salt 
carriers to turn aside and see the 
renowned salt industry at Tszliu-ching, 
which means “Flowing Well.” its 
origin Is lost In antiquity, being first 
mentioned in the reign of the Minor 
Han dynasty in Szechwan, A. D. 
221-263, 

With its forest of derricks, It re- 
sembles an ofl boom town. The wells 
have been drilled by foot power to a 
depth of 2,400 feet for brine, and 
about 2,800 for natural gas, which is 
used exclusively for the evaporation 
of the brine. j 

Salt is the unfailing source of gov- 
ernment revenue and its production 
{s guarded most jealously to prevent 
monopoly. The proprietor of the salt 
well cannot own a gas well or evap- 
orating plant. Likewise, the owner of 
the gas well or evaporating plant can- 
not engage in the other branches of 
the industry, thus making each de- 
pendent upon the other and prevent- 
ing family or government control. 

There are no flowing wells now, the 
brine being lifted In bamboo buckets 
about 50 feet in length, and 4 to 5 
inches in diameter. The power Is sup- 
plied by water buffaloes, hitched “in 
fours to a 60-foot horizontal: drum, 
about which the rope fastened to the 
bucket winds as the animals are beat- 
en around the circle at a wild gallop. 
The magnitude of the industry may 
be gleaned from the fact that every 
family demands its weekly pound of 
salt, and that many tons are exported 
each month to other provinces. 

Returning once more to the Big road 
and passing without comment its 
towns and cities, located about ten 
‘ miles apart, one comes to Chengtu, the 
Perfect capital, a vice-regal city of 
half a million people, ruling over 
Szechwan and Tibet. It is surround- 
ed by a finely constructed brick wall, 
85 to 40 feet in height, with a thick- 
ness at the top of 20 feet and a cir 
cumference of more than nine miles, 

Chengtu is an ancient capital, its 
first recorded wall being built 2,315 
yeors ago. Marco Polo described It 
as a trinity of cities beautifully em- 
bellished. Its approaches were carved 
marble bridges which spanned its 
moat. Its wall, nearly 20 mites tn 
eircumference, tnclosing a population 
of more than a million, was surround- 
ed by rows of hibiscus trees, which 
in autumn bloom made {ft the “EKm- 
broidered City,” a name that has long 
outlived the wall and Its trees, Some 
conception of the toil required to erect 
such a wall may be gained from the 
historical records, which state that the 
construction of one of its extensions, 
eight miles in length, required an 
army of 100,000 men and 9,600,000 
days’ work. 

Ancient Irrigation System. 


Chengtu has given its name to the 
plain on which it stands. This plain 
is said to have one of the finest and 
most ancient systems of irrigation in 
the world. It was perfected about 
200 B. C. by Li Ping, who bas since 
become the patron saint of Chengtu 
—the only instance. perhaps, where 
a civil engineer has become a patron 
saint. He divided the Min into three 
greet delta systems of rivers and 
eanals, which radiate to all parts of 
the 80-mile plain. The waters are 
united again in two main streams, 
which leave the southwest and south- 
east borders of the plain by the Min 
and the Lin rivers. He left the peo- 
ple this motto- for regulating the 
canals: “Keep the banks low and 
the bottom clean”; and this wise coun- 
sel has prevented the disastrous floods 


of an times, while furnishing a 
never-failing supply of mountain water 
for the flelds, 


It is not, however, this fertile plain, 
with its irrigation and teeming mil- 
{fons; nor the city, with its ancient 
culture and modern shops; nor yet the 
wall that claims chief consideration, 
but a modern institution, the Christian 
college, rising just. beside it; for, in- 
teresting as is. Olid China, with Its 
watled-in peoples and civilization, it 
‘holds no such world, significance as 
the China of today, which such insti- 
tutions have in large measure made 
possible,
